(c)  The  jury  reserves  the  right  to  withhold  any  or  all  of 
the  aforesaid  awards  if,  in  their  judgment,  none  of  the  pictures 
exhibited  are  of  sufficient  merit  to  entitle  them  to  such  award.

American  artists  not  before  publicly  shown  in  Washington. 

The  First  Exhibition  opened  on  February  7,  1907,  and 
during  the  month  that  it  remained  on  public  view  it  was 
visited  by  over  62,000  persons,  and  the  total  sales  amounted 
to  $49,000.  In  view  of  this  unusual  success  and  of  the 
marked  interest  shown  by  artists,  art  lovers,  connoisseurs, 
and  the  public  at  large,  the  Trustees  of  the  Gallery,  at  a 
special  meeting  held  March  7,  1907,  determined  to  hold  a 
similar  exhibition  this  winter.
